WASHINGTON, Jan. 17—(AP) 
—The American government has 
advised the soviet government of 
its willingness to work for res­ 
toration of good relations between 
Russia and Poland, Secretary Hull 
disclosed today, and is hopeful 
that such relations may be re­ 
sumed.

Hall was sentenced Sept. 20

became frightened because he had 
robbed a College View drug store 
sev eral months before.

Hall was arrested in a pasture 
south of Lincoln by Neil Olson 
warden of the penitentiary, who 
was then night police captain.

Before ■ war suspended virtually ell highway 
construction in Neb raska, and in all states, it was 
recognized generally that insofar *as possib le the 
congested areas of cities should b e avoided in 
routing these new federal and state arteries. 
In the post-war planning, County Engineer 
Louis W. Weaver of Lancaster points out, this trend 
will b ecome more pronounced. 
Cities will b e 
avoided or thtir fringes skirted. The development 
followed and marches step b y step with modern 
railroading, where in every instance that is possi­ 
b le the railroad right-of-way steers clear of the 
more congested sections of the crowded centers of 
population. 
There still is that unfinished b usiness, which 
we hope will not b e overlooked, of completing the 
four-lane West O street pavement in its entirety. 
Part of it has b een constructed as a section of the 
development of the Lincoln air b ase. But it is one 
of the most important roads in the state, carries 
an ex ceptionally heavy volume of traffic, will carry 
much more when the termination of gasoline and 
rub b er rationing returns automob ile and truck 
traffic to normal peak, and then the need will b e 
more acute than ever. 
Likewise gratifying is Engineer Weaver’s plan 
for the development of a southeast Neb raska road, 
following the Burlington tracks from Bennet into 
Lincoln.

when he converted the colonist* and their leaders 
to independence b y hi* b ook “Common Sense ” 
Second, when he proposed the b ank of North 
America contrib uting to It all the finance he had, 
and drove the b ank to a iuccess that carried along 
General Washington’s army until another crisis 
came in the winter of 1780-81 when the country 
was again b ankrupt. The leader* then sent Paine 
to France to go b efore the king and queen for 
linancial assistance and supplies. 
On hi* knee.s 
b efore them he pleaded with his superior eloquence 
and won their confidence and aid.
